3. I am also a co-inventor of subject matter disclosed in US Patent Application 
serial no. 09/925,576, published as US Patent Publication 2003/0129718. 

4. US Patent Publication 2003/0129718 describes an invention directed to 
variants of Termamyi-iike alpha-amyiases, including, e.g., variants of B. lichentformis aipba- 
amytases and related alpfta-amylass variants. US Patent Publication 2003/0129718 
describes alpha-amytase variants having an alteration at an amino acid position 
corresponding to the amino acid at position 1 72 in SP772. Although US Patent Application 
serial no. 09/925,578 names other inventors, I am the sole inventor of the invention which is 
directed to an alteration of an amino acid at a position corresponding to position 172 (using 
SP772 for numbering). Accordingly, the disclosure in US Patent Publication 2003/0128718 
of an alteration of an amino acid at position 172 and conesponding amino acids in other 
Termamyf-lfce afpha-arnylases, such as, e.g., B. lich&niformis, is subject matter that I 
invented. 



5- I am also a co-inventor of the subject matter claimed in the instant application 
directed to a substitution of a glulamine at a position corresponding to amino acid 170 in SEQ ID 
NO:8 (S. Hcheniformis) and the combination of the alterations claimed.
